For those that remember the strange blown fuse on my Ranger a couple of 
weeks ago and, especially, all those that offered advice - the Ranger is 
well and I had a delightful time on 40 CW with it last night. Why is it 
"well"? Not certain. After enormous trouble shooting and correspondence 
with some here that gently corrected me on some of my initial errant 
concerns, I could find nothing conclusively wrong. I was always 
suspicious that the fuse blew right after I had removed and replaced it 
in its cabinet. I recalled I had xveryx lightly spritzed the function 
switch with Deoxit during this pre-failure removal. Knowing this switch 
has HV going through it I wondered if my delicate misting with Deoxit 
hadn't just "caused the crud to run" with a resultant short as the HV 
came up. So, before going out of town for a few days, I cut and 
strategically placed paper towels around the function switch and 
*xdrenched" it with Deoxit, working the switch back and forth in the 
process. A week later after returning, the switch was pristine and dry. 
Tried a new fuse and all is well. 


Could it have been this switch arcing or a transient plate-to-something 
arc inside the 5R4 or another tube? Don't know. But all is well in 
Ranger-ville. Thanks for the comments and advice, folks!

I think Michael is on to something here. Most of the radios I've 
accumulated are sterile and void of any evidence of their unique history. 
A few, however, come with evidence of a former owner and these tend to be 
the radios with the most "personality" and the ones I enjoy the most. 


My HQ-170, for example, has the callsign of its only other owner, the 
original and completely unique WATT, emblazoned on it's front. One of my 
numerous HW-101s came with a sizeable collection of correspondence between 
the original assembler and the Heath Company. A couple of former owners 
of a 2B I now have thoughtfully wrote on the manual their callsigns and the 
dates they bought the radio. This is neat stuff, gang. It lets you 
know where the radios have been in their past lives. 


So, when I work on one of my BAs and in particular when I do a restoration 
or even just replace a part, I write my callsign, the date, and a brief 
description of the work on the bottom of the chassis. It's out of the 
way and doesn't detract from the cosmetics of the set, yet it adds to the 
"history" of the radio, should the next custodian/owner want to know it.

I am in the process of writing about and photographing my solution to the 
fused plug problem for whoever-probably ER. Basically, after long and 
careful consideration, I decided to use a small, die-cast aluminum box, and 
replace the entire 2 wire cord/fuse assembly with a 3 wire cord; and use 
either BOTH fuses, or one, depending on your philosophy regarding the 
fusing of NEUTRAL. 


Manner of "attachment" is to interrupt the new cord about a foot from the 
plug end (that way it can probably rest on the floor, from the outlet), and 
pass it through the box and the fuses. The purist can store the old cord in 
a nitrogen-sealed container, or whatever else his heart desires, and 
reattach it should he so desire, for resale, or an attack of 
absolute-originality... whatever. 


I am VERY uncomfortable with the use of any 2-wire cord with anything other 
than an AC-DC unit (and am I ever uncomfortable with those!), and this 
allows all sorts of modern niceties (built-in RFI filtering, surge 
arrestors, etc.) to be utilized within the external box, without disturbing 
the original wiring.
